The French Galleys and Barks 
which were damag’d by the Cannon of the Cafile 
del Ovo, putting afhore near Palinaro to take in 
freth Water, the Inhabitants of the Country took 
Arms, kill’d about 50 of the French, and made the 
Veflels ftand off from the Coaft. Some new Galleys 
ure building, and Orders are difpatch’d to the Pro- 
vinces to fend hither the Malefactors condemn’d to 
the Oar. The arm’d Felucca that guards the Har- 
bour of Gaeta bas taken another Felucca which 
was carrying off a Collonel and feveral other Spa- 
niards, who with the Mariners are imprifon’d.

Neples, Aug. 14. Several Officers taken in Gaeta, 
ind allow'd the Liberty of walking abouc the City 
ontheir Parole of Honour, have been taken into 
Cuftody, and fome of them are brought hither, for 
i Confpiracy to make themfelves Mafters of Gaeta 
by Affitance from the Enemy: Several other Per- 
fons are trken up in that City for Practices agsinft 
the prefent Government,among them Don Carlo Ca- 
rellano, in whofe Hounfe were found Letters from 
the Cardinal de 1a Tremouille and the Duke a’ Uze- 
di. He being a Clergyman, the Ecclefiaftical Court 
hive demanded that he may be put into their 
Hands; but they bave been anfwer'd that he is dead; 
that is, he is already Executed. The Enemy’s Squa- 
dton at Meflina being reinfore’d by 4 French Galleys 
ind2 Tartans, the Chevalier Pallavicini, who is at 
Reggio Convoy to fome Veifels bound hither with 
Com, bas defir'd fome Affiftance from hence, 
whereupon Orders are given here for arming and 
manning with all diligence 6 large Tartans to go 
ind joyn bim. The Prince of San Severo has fent 
in all bis Plate to the Mint to be Goin’d into Money. 
The Archbithop of Benevento and feveral other Bi- 
hors of the Kingdom have refus'd paying Obedi- 
ence 10 the Viceroy’s Order forbidding the fending 
any Eccefiaftical Revenues to Rome.

Rome, Aug. 18. The «3th General Marfigli 
review'd all the Forces bere the Pope was prefent, 
and gave them his BenediCtion after their Colours had 
been {prinkled with holy Water. The Congregation 
fer military Affairs has been often affembled, and 
that General has aififted in it: He is on his depar- 
ture for Ferrara, whither he will lead gooo Men. A 
new Excife is laid upon Besl and Meat ; the Duties 
on all Goods imported are doubled; andit has 
been refolv’d to lay a T:x on all Houfes, viz. of 5 
per Cent on thofe inhabiced by their Owners, and 7 
per Cent on thofe which ore Rented ; as alfo & per 
Cent on all Eclefiaftical Revenues: Other Eftaics, 
Seats, Vineyards, and Lands, will be Affefs’d like- 
wife according cto thete Value or snnual Produce, 
but the Rate per Cent is nor yetfixd. The Mer- 
chanis will be Tax'd feparacely, as will alfo the Of- 
ficers of the Court, and the fendal Baronies of the 
EccleGiaftical Strate. The Paxsments are ro be made 
at 4 equal Terms, and the firtk is to be in September. 
Thefe Taxes are ro continue as long as there fhall be 
Occafion to maintain tbe Levies alceady made and to 
be made.
